After the formal opening of the General Session by President, 
Dr. Geo. A. Coleman, invocation was pronounced by The Rev. Daniel E. 
McFetridge, State Chaplain of the American Legion, who was followed by 
His Honor Mayor J. Hampton Moore, who gave an address of welcome. 


The Essay Committee worked faithfully and diligently for 
months, planning a program and selecting outstanding men who have been 
carrying on research and scientific investigations, which were of importance 
to all of us. 


Our out-of-town essayists, headed by Drs. Theodor Blum and 
Paul R. Stillman of New York City, were Drs. Jchn T. Hanks, Bernard 
Clug, F. A. Stewart, Ferdinand C. Neurohr, Karl W. Knapp, Walter H. 
Eddy and Daniel E. Ziskin, all of New York City, and Dr. Floyd E. Gibbin 
of Buffalo, N. Y. 

Dr. Blum brought us a message having to do with ‘Oral Sur- 
gery of Interest to the General Dental Practitioner’. Dr. Blum spoke of 
the diagnosis and treatment of such conditions as osteomyelitis, malposed 
teeth, cysts, trifacial neuralgia, tumors, etc. His talk was most interesting 
and instructive and was well received. 

One of the foremost contributions to our program was the paper 
delivered by Dr. Floyd E. Gibbin of Buffalo, N. Y. Dr. Gibbin spoke of the 
‘‘Pedodontic Responsibilities and Opportunities—The true status of our 
responsibility to the 45,000,000 children of this country. The important 
relation of normal mouth health conditions to growth and development in 
the child. Actual existing mouth health conditions in the child. Who is 
responsible for this deplorable situation? How much has the profession done 
to meet the situation? Causes: Our Own mental attitude, lack of interest, 
knowledge, management, organization. The economic aspect. Which is 
better for both the patient and the dentist, dental paternalism or educa- 
tion? Practical suggestions for developing a clientele of children. Our op- 
portunity for extending our scope of service, for improving our own eco- 
nomic status. Requisites for success.” 

Dr. Paul R. Stillman, of New York, spoke of ‘“‘Dentistry——A 
Branch of the Healing Arts’, and was well received. The essayist main- 
tained that since health is the objective of the healing art, it should re- 
ceive as much scientific recognition as does disease. He states, “It cannot 
be reasonably held as truth that the more one knows of disease, the more 
one comprehends the principles by which the human body retains or re- 
covers health.” 


Dr. Dan Ziskin of Columbia University Dental School brought 
with him over a hundred colored wax moulages, which demonstrated to 
his audience actual pathological conditions of the mouth and had an in- 
teresting case history with each model. 
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Dr. Bruce Clark, of Uniontown, spoke on the “Essentials in Tooth 
Color Selection’”’. He gave a simple explanation of color and its importance 
on dental esthetics. The classification of tooth color and rules for the 
recognition of its various modifications. A definite procedure for taking the 
shade for full and partial restorations and the considerations of such in- 
fluencing factors as illumination, color fatigue, simultaneous contrast, 
complexion of patient, etc. Dr. Clark gave a splendid talk and was well 
received by those who heard it. 

Local essayists contributed a great deal to the program. Such 
physicians as Dr. Claude P. Brown, who spoke on “Clinical Laboratory 
Medicine and Dr. Gordon J. Saxon, who spoke on “‘Streptococcic Invasion” ; 
Dr. Oscar 'V. Botson, who discussed ‘‘Age Transformations in the Maxillae 
and Mandible”, and Dr. A. C. Morgan with his topic as ‘‘Pathological and 
Clinical Medicine in Relation to Dentistry’’ were all well received. 

Internationally known Dr. John A. Kolmer, spoke to an over 
crowded section on ‘Some Aspects of Dental Infection in Relation to 
Systemic Diseases’. In describing the bacteriology of dental infection; the 
medical aspects of the pulpless tooth; the systemic disease of dental in- 
fection and the necessity for better co-operation between the physician 
and dentist—it was plain to see by this attentive audience that the pro- 
fession today is considering general health as well as dental health. 

Dr. J. L. T. Appleton, jr. had his usual following when he spoke 
before the General Session. As a consequence it was necessary for a great 
many to stand in this section in order to listen to what Dr. Appleton had to 
say. His subject was the “Criteria of Success in the Conservative Treatment 
of Periapical Infection’. Appleton’s paper was enthusiastically received, 
and there is little doubt but that a large number of those that attended 
will apply his sane ideas on the subject to their office routine as a pro- 
tector of the patient’s general health. 

Excellent papers were given by Drs. Wm. Jaquette, M. M. 
DeVan, F. A. Faugt, all of Philadelphia, and W. H. Eddy of New York. 

The Clinic Committee, headed by Dr. R. M. Walls, is to be con- 
gratulated for having secured and arranged as its part on the program such 
interesting and educational contributions. 

The clinics started at 2:30 in the afternoon and continued well 
after the closing hour. One could not help but feel that the clinics were 
attended by a larger and more interested group than ever before. Al- 
though every clinic was well attended, those given by Drs. Denny, Best, 
Patton, Eberly, Davis, DeVan, McFall, Grace, Hoeffer and Logan seemed 
to be the main attractions. 
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President Coleman’s Address 


Mr. Vice President and Members of the House of Delegates of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 

Our Constitution and By-Laws require that your presiding officer 
at this time deliver an address for the purpose, | suppose of reviewing 
some of the past of our Society and also of making recommendations for the 
future conduct of the Society. 

Before entering into a discussion of some of the matters | wish 
to bring to your attention, | want to take this opportunity of expressing 
my appreciation for the cooperation | have received from my committee 
members, especially those who have had the burden of arranging for the 
conduct of our Annual Meeting. Due to economic conditions which have 
effected our membership to an alarming degree and reduced our revenue 
from Commercial Exhibits very materially there were many worries con- 
nected with the preparations. Nevertheless, they kept everlastingly at it 
and | feel that their results speak for themseives, as you will find by your 
observations in attendance during the different sessions. With our present 
set up of organization there are many more hours devoted to scientific en- 
deavor than in the past, which means just that many more essayists and 
clinicians on your program. With a curtailed income this has meant a lot 
of careful thought and planning by some one. No presiding officer has 
ever received more loyal, enthusiastic support than | have and for this | 
thank them. If you and the other members will show your appreciation of 
their efforts by your enthusiastic acceptance of the program, you will 
thank them and they will be satisfied. 


The Annual Meeting 


For the past several years this Meeting has been conducted along 
lines similar to those of The American Dental Association and | feel that 
if this plan is properly organized our Society will benefit in future years. 
President A. C. Young recommended two years ago. that sections be 
organized with duly elected officers and committee members, so that the 
work could be followed up each year by those who were familiar with it. 
The possibilities of this plan are many for as the years go on a more com- 
prehensive and more systematic Meeting would result. By the data which 
would accumulate the sections could be sure of presenting each year the 
very best the profession would have to offer. With the proper filing of 
the records they could be used as reference by the different components 
throughout the State. | therefore recommend that inasmuch as_ these 
sections have proved their worth, the organization be completed as soon 
as possible, so that work can be carried out by experienced men each year. 
If possible | would suggest that the incoming President ask that at this 
Meeting each section conduct an election of officers for the coming year. 
The officers so elected to be a Chairman, a Secretary and two Committee 
Members. 

It has been my observation that if there were available in the 
Secretary’s office an outline of the duties of each Committee for the An- 
nual Meeting, it would be of great aid to the local Committees and many 
errors of omission and commission would be eliminated. | would suggest 
therefore that this be given careful consideration. 
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My next suggestion for the Annual Meeting may not meet with 
the approval of some, but to others it will, | know, be safe and sound. 
After attending Annual Meetings for a great number of years, | am rather 
convinced that our Meetings are more successful, the benefits greater and 
results more universally satisfactory when held in the two large cities than 
in the smaller communities. | am therefore recommending that this body 
give this matter their consideration. 


Finances 


In my preliminary remarks | said | would review some of the 
past of our Society. |, at this time, wish to direct your attention to our 
finances, particularly, and at the same time discuss our past in a general 
way. A few years ago some of the men interested in this Society realized 
that if the hit and miss methods of conduct were continued much longer 
it would be in a stage of retarded development. With the idea of reor- 
ganization which would give us a modern mechanism, President Otto G. 
Specker, | believe suggested some changes in our Constitution. This 
recommendation eventually led to the virtual scrapping of our old Consti- 
tution and the evolvement of a new Constitution and By-laws which were 
unanimously accepted at the Annual Meeting in 1931. This past year 
has seen the administration of the Society under these new laws and 
although our progress has met with many obstacles due to economic con- 
ditions, | am certain that our future is safe and in a very short time, with 
a return to normalcy, we will see our Society grow with leaps and bounds. 

Under the new Constitution and By-Laws there is a chance for 
coordinated purpose which has never existed heretofore. | have visited 
many parts of the State during the year and | have found an awakened 
interest in the State Society because men now feel they are very definitely 
a part of the organization. The redistricting plan, if carried out according 
to the understanding of those. who thoroughly studied our State situation, 
will eventually bring an interest from all parts of the State, large or small, 
which under our old system was absolutely impossible. For those who have 
their doubts about this plan | ask their indulgence and cooperation with 
the hope that they will give it a chance. 

This year, as we all know, has been an extremely difficult year 
and with the reorganization occurring when it did, the conditions existing 
have certainly made it impossible to carry out many of the things that 
are possible with this plan. There is a wonderful chance for second guessers 
to sit back and criticize, but if they would make an honest effort to 
investigate they would learn that it has been humanly impossible to do 
some of the things we all know should have been done. 

One of the great discrepancies in our past organization was the 
lack of thought as to income and expenditure. Never until this year was 
there any effort made to set up a budget for the administration of the 
funds of our treasury. The Annual Meeting until this year was run on a 
hit and miss plan, which only survived because the income from the Com- 
mercial Exhibits in most cases was able to take care of the expenditures, 
but even this was not always so. 

Our Budget Committee in attempting to arrange a budget for 
this year had a most difficult time finding any data whereby they could 
arrange their figures because there had never existed a real system for 
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fiscal control. Through this budget plan which was adopted for this year 
there have been brought about a great many economies and it is fortunate 
that such is so, for | tremble to think of the results if this had not oc- 
curred. But, | hasten to add, we are in such a deplorable condition, even 
so, there must be further economies executed or we are facing disaster. 
This | am sure our Budget Committee will arrange in their new set up. 

| was astounded recently to realize, after a study of our Treas- 
urer’s reports covering a period of years, that our balance was gradually 
being depleted to a blushing balance. Our balance today is so much less 
than it was a few years ago, | hesitate to think what might have been the 
outlook if our Budget Plan had not been instituted. 

One of the losses we have had to suffer for several years is 
the cost of publishing of the proceedings of the Society. This had been 
carried on for years by one of our publications in the State at an annual 
saving of approximately one thousand dollars per year and for reasons 
which | have never understood the State Society assumed this expense 
with the result that this year our published proceedings, through necessity 
are a disgrace to the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. | believe this step 
was a great mistake and | recommend that, if at all possible, we return to 
our former means of publication of the Proceedings. 


Bulletin 


While on the subject of publications | wish to say a few words 
about our Bulletin. | was given to understand this year that it was im- 
possible to publish a Bulletin due to the expense involved and the absence 
of revenue for same. This has been a severe loss to the Society and is the 
great regret of my administration for a Society without a means of com- 
munication with its members is like a ship without a rudder. We were for- 
tunately able, for a few months, to make use of one of the publications 
in the State and in this way partly saved our faces. | understand there 
will be a plan presented for your consideration which will, in all prob- 
ability, solve this problem. | strongly recommend that by all means a plan 
of publication of the State Society Bulletin, which is representative of our 
Society, be worked out and become effective immediately. 

With the District plan of organization there is a fine opportunity 
of creating an editorial staff composed of members from each district which 
would stimulate general interest in the State Society through this personal 
contact. 


Standing Committees 


As a whole the work of our Standing Committees is good, but 
there is plenty of chance for coordination of purpose which would be an 
improvement. As an ex-officio member of certain committees | was not 
kept informed of their activities and thus when asked for information 
about them, | suffered some embarrassing moments. | fully realize that 
a presiding officer can not see all and know all, but as there are some 
people who expect this, it certainly would help if the Chairman of some 
of these active committees would keep your President thoroughly in- 
formed of their progress. 

In fact, | believe a survey should be made to study and devise 
means of bringing about a better coordination of purpose in our whole 
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organization. There is not sufficient definiteness of purpose and there 
are many cases of laxity which are some times excusable, but many times 
not. 

Any man who assumes the responsibility of an officership or 
a membership of a committee must thoroughly realize that his acts may 
have a lot to do with the success or failure of our Society. With the grand 
opportunity presented by our new Constitution and By-Laws the work of 
our Society can be mapped out so that no detail will ever be overlooked. 


Legislation 

One of the stock questions | heard in my travels through the 
State this year was, ‘“What are you going to do about the advertising man? 
Is the State Society going to put through legislation that will eradicate 
him from our midst?” This, up until January, was rather a hard question 
for me to answer, for | finally found out, after writing to the active mem- 
bers of this Committee, that something was being done. Time will not 
permit me to review the work of the Legislative Committee, but | am free 
to say that | do think they could have done a better job than they have 
done, for it was only after much discussion pro and con that a bill was 
finally presented, which, if signed by the Governor, may bring about the 
results, with the advertiser, that so many of our members desire. 

My experience with Legislation this year urges me to firmly 
recommend that all future legislation be prepared:'and brought before this 
House of Delegates for approval or disapproval. Such action would familiar- 
ize the delegates with the laws which are to be presented and it would 
encourage study of our dental laws by those who should know something 
about them. 

The House Bill No. 1198, which was presented by our Com- 
mittee, does place more power in the hands of our State Dental Council 
and Examning Board, but as they are still controlled fiscally by the Admin- 
istrative Code, we must not be too certain of results. 


State Board 

Last year President Kirkpatrick in his address expressed surprise 
because he learned that our State Board was a rather antiquated body for 
he found that they were continuing the method of examination that was 
in vogue twenty years ago. Rather startling, but how can it be otherwise 
when we see how little consideration is given to the selection of our 
Board. 

| know | may come in for some harsh treatment for my follow- 
ing remarks, but please realize that | am attempting constructive criticism 
of an important part of our organization. 

In the past few years there has been a vast improvement in the 
curricula of our Dental Schools and | question the great necessity for the 
examination of our dental school graduates by a Board of Dental Examiners 
in order to make them eligible to practise dentistry. | know full well that 
the men graduating today are far better equipped in predental education 
and in dental education than they were twenty years ago. Due to this | 
think the educational value of our Board is greatly lessened. With. the 
new laws which will become effective, we hope, the police powers of the 
Board are greatly increased and their activities along this trend may over- 
shadow their educational activities. 
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If there is still the great need of educational value of our Board, 
| recommend that in the future candidates for the Board be selected by 
carefully considering their qualifications according to requirements which 
would show them to be fully competent to serve as State Board Members 
if elected. | am also of the opinion that men who are connected with 
schools should be given consideration as candidates for the Board. There 
are in my opinion certain definite scholarly attainments a candidate should 


have before receiving consideration. | want you to realize the present 
State Board are all good friends of mine and | am not directing this against 
these men personally at all. | am directing it against our system. 


At the present time our State Board presents a problem inas- 
much as all members were appointed for the same period of time, instead of 
on a stagger system policy. This condition is dangerous and | believe should 
be rectified by the members of the Board as | have been informed that it 
cannot be corrected by law. 

| would suggest to the Board, that if it can not be worked 
out any other way, they submit their resignations with the understanding 
that they, the same men, are to be reappointed on a stagger system. 


Membership 


Our list of delinquents this year is about the same percentage 
that we find in most organizations these days, so | am naturally inclined 
to blame our loss on economic conditions. Nevertheless | have always 
known that our organized membership in this State has never been any- 
where near what it should be. | have every reason to expect that if a well 
conducted survey were made and a definite membership campaign insti- 
tuted with the proper follow-up procedure from year to year we could and 
would have the proper percentage of membership. There is a resolution 
before this body relative to associate memberships which may create ad- 
vantages if passed, but | can also see some disadvantages. For instance, it 
will most certainly create competition between the State Society and the 
District Societies, a condition most certainly not advisable. Under our new 
Constitution and By-Laws if the Districts are functioning properly there 
will be no need for associate memberships in the State Society. Time will 
not permit me to elaborate upon this step at this time, but | do suggest 
that this resolution receive their consideration. | recommend that the Re- 
organization Committee be continued as a Membership Committee and 
that they be instructed to submit a plan to the incoming President which 
will by all means make it possible to at least retain our delinquent mem- 
bers. | think it would be a good policy for the Membership Committee to 
adopt a plan which has been submitted to the American Dental Associa- 
tion for a membership campaign. 


Dental Division 


Within the past few months the Dental profession received a 
blow, when the Health Department decided to drop our Dental Division 
from the Health Department. This was done for economy and of course 
we had no redress. We were forced to accept this ruling. The abolishment 
of this Division is a terrific loss to our profession as it was effecting a 
splendid constructive program which was a great credit to us. This has 
been brought to your attention sufficiently so that | know most of you 
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will agree that every possible effort should be made by our Society to 
have our Division reinstated in the Health Department. In view of what 
has occurred to our Director of the Dental Division, | recommend that Dr. 
Kirkpatrick’s recommendation relative to the Dental Hygienists be re- 
considered. 


Report of the Committee on the Costs of Medical Care 


| have appointed a Committee to make a digest report to you on 
the Report of the Committee on the Costs of Medical Care, which caused 
so much discussion at the time of publication. In these days of trial and 
tribulation a report such as was made by this Committee struck a very 
responsive chord in many individuals and institutions. Far be it for me 
to say that it is right or wrong, only time will tell, but | do most cer- 
tainly maintain in these days of hysteria that we must retain a strong 
morale and uphold the traditions of our profession, which have been so 
ably placed on a plane second to none. | have great faith in the future 
of our profession without the need of many radical changes. Most of our 
present doubt is unquestionably caused by economic worries, which will be 
corrected very rapidly when a general business change is accomplished. 


Dental Health Campaign and Exhibit 


In conjunction with this Meeting there is being conducted a 
Dental Health Campaign and Exhibit. The financing of this Exhibit has 
been through subscriptions from the local Dental Societies and the pro- 
fession. This exhibit is an innovation for our Meeting and the good to be 
derived will come from the splendid display teaching which will be easily 
understood by the laity. 

Every effort has been made to impart to the public messages 
of dental health which have the background of good scientific endeavor. 
The average person gains his dental health knowledge from commercial 
advertising which naturally confuses him because confusion is many times 
the secret of good advertising. In this Exhibit he will learn by simple 
straight forward language what the fundamentals of dental health pro- 
cedure are. 

| can see great benefits from Exhibits of this character if they 
are put on as a part of our yearly Meetings, for as the idea grows and de- 
velops men who are carrying on an honest to goodness research for our 
profession will be stimulated to greater efforts as these Exhibits will be 
an outlet for their work. 

It is my sincere hope that the Dental Health Campaign will be- 
come a part of our Annual Meeting. 

| wish to express my sincere appreciation to the officers of the 
Society, the Board of Trustees and all who have aided me in my admin- 
istration. My experience has been very remunerative for | have had many 
pleasant contacts and even the difficulties | have encountered will, | know, 
accru to my benefit as time goes on.

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Report of Committee on President's Address 


Your Committee appointed to review the President’s address 
have carefully considered his various recommendations and suggestions 
and submit this report as follows: 

The Committee feels that Dr. Coleman is worthy of much com- 
mendation for the splendid manner in which he has conducted his admin- 
istration,—his visitations to the various district societies, with the hope of 
improving the membership in the State Society, and his cooperation with 
the several committees who have made this splendid meeting possible. 

Annual Meeting.—The sectional arrangement of the program 
has undoubtedly proven successful, but we do not approve the election of 
sectional officers because of the yearly change in meeting place. The ap- 
pointment of section chairman and vice chairman has already proven sat- 
isfactory. 

We find that the duties of the several regular committees to 
which the President refers are definitely stated in the Constitution and 
By-Laws. 

We disapprove the suggestion which eliminates smaller cities as 
places for holding the annual meeting. The State Meeting is always a 
stimulation for members in the community and an inducement for mem- 
bership in organized dentistry. 

Finances.—While the President presents a rather pessimistic 
picture of our financial condition, the committee feels that with the re- 
turn to more normal conditions, and the wise council of the budget com- 
mittee, the financial affairs of the society will improve. The sun is be- 
ginning to shine. 

His commendation of the work of the reorganization committee 
is timely and we wish at this time to speak a word of approval for the 
efforts of the Committee under the chairmanship of Dr. E. G. Meisel. No 
one realizes how much effort he and his Committee have put into this 
plan, which eventually will prove to be one of the greatest constructive 
moves in the history of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 

Proceedings.—The Committee does not approve the President’s 
recommendation that we return to our former method of publication and 
suggests that this matter be referred to the Board of Trustees who have 
the responsibility of publishing a State Bulletin. 

Bulletin.—As the district components continue to improve, we 
can hope for encouragement in the publication of a State Bulletin, which 
should contain the activities of the entire state. With proper management 
and editorial policy, we should have a live publication,—comparable with 
any bulletin in the country. We commend his efforts in this direction. 

Legislation The Committee feels that the present Legislative 
Committee has done a wonderful service in the interest of organized den- 
tistry and cannot concur with the President’s suggestion that such matters 
be brought before the House of Delegates. If we have an efficient com- 
mittee they should be held responsible for legislation supervision and 
make a report to the House of Delegates when possible. 

State Board.—The necessity for a State Board has always been 
questioned by a comparative few. In absence of any other system of 
controlling the practice of dentistry in the state, we would not advise its 
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elimination. With the present unrest politically, we feel that for the 
present the State Board should stand undisturbed. Resignation of the 
State Board at this time might leave the State with no board at all and 
we can see no safe way of instituting a stagger system. 


Membership.—tThe President’s suggestion as to the membership 
is constructive and should be brought to the attention of all district socie- 
ties for consideration. Membership in organized dentistry must be en- 
couraged if we are to hold our place in the ranks with professional pride. 

Dental Division——The curtailment jof the activities of the 
Dental Division of the Pennsylvania State Department of Health is to be 
regretted. Its reestablishment to full activity is imperative. 

Cost of Medical Care-—We strongly commend the President’s 
appointment of a committee to keep the Society informed of the solution 
of this problem. 

Dental Health Exhibit—Wéith the increasing commercial in- 
fluence on the minds of the public relative to dental health, we commend 
the President for his encouragement of dental health propaganda under 
strictly ethical control. 

Conclusion.—Your committee feels that Dr. Coleman, under 
very trying financial conditions, has given us a most satisfactory adminis- 
tration, has given much of his time and energy to uphold the best tradi- 
tions of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. Though we cannot concur 
in all his recommendations, we admire his sincerity and the courage of his 
convictions. 

The Pennsylvania State Dental Society will always be much in 
his debt.

Report of the Committee of Mouth Hygiene 
and Public Dental Health Education 


This report covers the activities of both the Mouth Hygiene 
Committee and the Dental Division of the State Department of Health. 

During the past few months, there has been increasing evidence 
of the hysteria affecting school boards throughout the State to such an 
extent that quite a few districts have dropped their dental hygiene pro- 
grams along with almost all other curricular activities, but, in the face of 
this, we are glad to report that, in quite a few districts, the combined 
action of local dentists and the Dental Division has resulted in the saving 
of the dental hygiene programs in quite a few communities. 

The dental hygienist, as a health worker among the school 
children, has long since proved her value. 

The Odontological Society of Western Pennsylvania continues 
to do a very outstanding piece of community service. Their Secretary in- 
forms me that they have sixteen dental clinics operating in their district. 
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The Pottsville dentists, after several years of effort, at last have been 
able to secure a dental clinic in the local hospital. They have the coopera- 
tion of the Service Clubs and School Board. 


The dental profession throughout the State continues doing its 
bit by giving volunteer service. 

The observance of Dental Health Week becomes more general 
each succeeding year. 

The Weekly Dental Health Talks prepared jointly by the State 
Society and the Dental Division now are being published regularly in over 
five hundred newspapers of the State and plans have been made for a con- 
tinuation of this method of education. 


The Chairman of the Mouth Hygiene Committee, as representa- 
tive of the State Department of Health and the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society, appeared before the following organizations outside the State 
throughout the year: 

The Wisconsin State Dental Society at Milwaukee; the Georgia 
State Dental Society at Atlanta; the Mississippi State Dental Society at 
Meridian; the American Dental Association at Buffalo; the Southern Dental 
Society of New Jersey at Camden; the Ontario Dental Association and the 
Academy of Dentistry of Toronto at Toronto; the Academy of Medicine 
at Wilmington, Delaware. 

The Supervising Dental Hygienist working under the direction 
of the Dental Division did a very excellent piece of work the entire year, 
both in supervising existing dental health programs and in helping to in- 
augurate new ones. 

On April 15th, the Dental Division of the State Department 
of Health was eliminated, ending the fourteen year existence, during 
which time it had the unanimous and enthusiastic support of the State 
Dental Society. The Chairman of the Mouth Hygiene Committee, who was 
Chief of the Dental Division, takes this opportunity of thanking all mem- 
bers of the State Society, collectively and individually, for the support he 
personally has received.

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# Dental Societies 


Dental societies were the first educational bodies in our pro- 
fession, they antidated the dental college and some of the early ones 
assumed some of their prerogatives. They examined students to determine 
their fitness to practice, and conferred certificates showing their qualifi- 


cations. 


The first society to be formed in the world, of which we have 
any knowledge, was the American Society of Dental Surgeons. It was 
formed in 1840, and-¢isbanded in 1856. 

The Virginia Society of Dental Surgeons, the second society was 
formed in 1842, and was short lived. 

The Mississippi Valley Association of Dental Surgeons, the third, 
was formed in 1844, and lived fifty-two years though somewhat feebly 
at last. 

The Pennsylvania Association of Dental Surgeons, the fourth, 
was formed in 1845, and is now the oldest dental society in the world, 
having a continuous existence, and its formation constituted the first effort 
to form a state society in Pennsylvania. 

Next to our Alma Mater there is no factor in the education of 
a dentist that contributes more to his professional success than does the 
dental society. It has through the years afforded our greatest opportunity 
for post graduate study, has supplied much of the material for our journals, 
and is responsible in a large measure for the great progress in our profes- 
sion since 1840. It is our hope, therefore, that the history of our state and 
local societies, will be of interest to every Pennsylvania dentist.

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Report of Committee on Oral Hygiene 
History of Mouth Hygiene in Pennsylvania 


Dr. J. C. Nugent, President of the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society, at the 60th Annual Meeting, held in Altoona, May 15-20, 1928, 
appointed the undersigned a committee to prepare a history of mouth 
hygiene in Pennsylvania. The thought that actuated the appointment of a 
committee for this purpose is well expressed by Dr. Nugent at the time. 

The appointment implied the obtaining of a true and permanent 
record of the dental profession in Pennsylvania in bringing mouth hygiene 
to its present status as an essential part of the general public health pro- 
gram of the state, to be deposited in the archives of the Society, for the 
information of our contemporaries and that of posterity. 

To pursue the work intelligently, it was necessary for the Com- 
mittee to clearly understand the present meaning of the term ‘“‘mouth hy- 
giene”’ and then trace back its earliest inceptional influences which finally 
crystallized into a definite public health movement. For instance, mouth 
hygiene is the application of all available methods of the present day 
teachings that will promote and maintain mouth health, as an essential 
part of the general program of the community. 

This thought is ably expressed in the aims and objects of an 
organized effort for mouth hygiene in one of the large communities of 
our state, as being, “‘the preservation of health and the prevention of dis- 
ease through the education of the public in the principles, methods and 
practice of mouth hygiene.” 

It was necessary for the Committee to institute an exhaustive 
research into records of our profession in Pennsylvania to identify what 
might be truly considered evolutionary factors in the mouth hygiene move- 
ment in our state. Such a research carried us into the history of all local 
societies, including those that antedated the organization of our state so- 
ciety in 1868. This comprised examination of anything that might have 
relevancy to the subject, such as essays, discussions, editorials, society 
proceedings, public health field activities, changes in dental school educa- 
tion, ideals, etc. 

The final consummation of the work should result in a compre- 
hensive and detailed record of the development and accomplishments of 
mouth hygiene in our state, and the scope of this work may preclude the 
feasibility of publication. 

It is the desire of the Committee, notwithstanding, that there 
shall be placed in the archives of the Society a true and faithful history of 
the accomplishments of the profession in its relation to public health. 

The facts that are at present assembled presage a record of 
achievement by dentistry collectively, through our Society and its indi- 
viduals that redounds to the credit of the profession and the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania—achievement possibly not surpassed anywhere else, 
and creating a stimulus and inspiration to carry the social betterment ideals 
to the apex of service to humanity. 

The Committee at this time desires to report progress, with the 
possibility of the work being completed during the coming year.

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Report of Committee on Enforcement 
of Dental Laws 


As reported last year, the Law Enforcement of the Dental Act 
has had a new deal and we are glad to report that up to date this year’s 
investigations have been more prompt than ever before. 

For your information the responsibility of this work is in the 
hands of Mr. Robert W. Semenow—Director of Law Enforcement, with a 
permanent office in the Educational Bldg., Harrisburg, Pa. The investigators 
in the-State are as follows:

There have been 192 investigations since the last report in 
1932. Most of this work has been in the failures of Dental men to register. 
There has been 71 investigations on illegal practice, 50 of which were 
complaints with no tangible evidence. Of the twenty-two other cases, 7 
did not have enough evidence to convict. The 17 convictions were of 5 
laboratory men taking impressions, a mill man out of work making teeth 
in his kitchen, practicing without a license, 4 licensed men practicing 
under another name and 7 men practicing without a registration card. 

Mr. Semenow has made a fine showing with the inexperienced 
men he had to train for this work. These investigators are political ap- 
pointments and most of them do not measure up to a standard required for 
this work. However, a few of them are far above the average and we are 
very proud of the reports sent to our office by the investigators. This 
system of reports has been in operation since February Ist, 1933. 

All complaints should have enough evidence to merit investiga- 
tion and should be sent to the Secretary of the Examining Board or the 
Department of Public Instruction. They will then receive the immediate 
attention of Mr. Semenow, Director of Law Enforcement. 


Many complaints were received in our office of not having 
received a notice for the renewal of the annual registration. Every registered 
dentist received one but owing to an economy wave in the department 
someone conceived the idea of sending this renewal out in the form of a 
folded card with a 1% cent stamp to hold it together. This resulted in 
most men thinking it was an ad and throwing it into the waste basket, 
and in an economic loss of over one thousand dollars. We believe the effi- 
ciency expert has a different plan for 1934.

Dental Society recommends to the management of all such hospitals and 
institutions, 


1. That dentists on their staffs be members of the 
local, state and national society. 


2. That such dentists be encouraged in extra mural

by a dentist. 


4. That the Committee on Institutions be authorized 
to send a copy of this resolution to the executive 
head of all hospitals and institutions throughout 
the state.

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History of the Formation of The Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society

Among the earliest efforts to form a state dental society in the 
United States was that made by a small group of dentists in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, in 1845. This was during a period of educational awakening 
in the dental profession in America. 

The American Journal of Dental Science, the first dental peri- 
odical in the world, had been issued six years previously in 1839. 

The American Society of Dental Surgeons, the first national so- 
ciety of dentists in the world, had been formed in 1840. 

The Baltimore College of Dental Surgery, the first dental educa- 
tional institution in the world, was organized the same year. 

Certain progressive Philadelphians meeting informally in their 
offices, discussed, among other things, various phases of dental education, 
and decided that Philadelphia, the recognized center of Medical education 
in the United States, should likewise be in the forefront in dental educa- 
tion. Encouraged by the success of the Baltimore College Surgery, they dis- 
cussed the establishing of a Dental College in Philadelphia. Recognizing 
the importance of having an organized profession in the state behind such 
a project, they set about forming a state organization. A call for a conven- 
tion of the dentists of the state was sent out, and in response to the call, 
a convention was held December 15, 1845, in the lecture room of the 
Philadelphia Museum at 9th & Sansom Streets, the resuit of which was the 
formation of the Pennsylvania Association of Dental Surgeons, which has 
been in continuous existence ever since, the oldest dental society in the 
world. At first its officers and members were made up from the dentists 
throughout the state, but gradually it became more local in its membership, 
and is today one of Philadelphia’s flourishing local dental societies. 

Thg next effort to form a state dental society was in 1868 when 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society was successfully organized. Dentistry 
in Pennsylvania at that time was in a decidedly unsatisfactory state. While 
there were two dental colleges in Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania College 
of Dental Surgery, and the Philadelphia Dental College, there was no law 
requiring that a dentist be a dental college graduate or in any other way 
regulating the practice of dentistry and many incompetents and quacks 
were practicing the profession, to the detriment of the public and the an- 
noyance of the ethical members of the profession. A number of local Dental 
Societies existed, but there was no State society. The neighboring states of 
New York and Ohio, each had a state Dental Society and Dental Laws, and 
Pennsylvania’s similar need must have been apparent to most thoughtful 
dentists at that, but it remained for a group of dentists meeting in a small 
town in the interior of the state to start the agitation that resulted in the 
formation of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 


A Convention of dentists, consisting of the Harris Dental Asso- 
ciation of Lancaster, the Lebanon Valley Dental Society, and a number of 
professional gentlemen from other local societies, was held at the Lititz 
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Springs in July, 1868. The formation of a state society was in no way 
connected with the purpose of the meeting, but the idea was suggested in 
the progress of the proceedings, and was at once favorably acted upon. 

In the address of welcome, Dr. John McCalla, president of the 
Harris Society, said in part, ‘“‘May we not hope that at no very distant day 
our profession and patrons will be protected from these vampires by suitable 
legislative enactment? Pennsylvania, with her two dental colleges and 
numerous associations, should not be behind in this particular. May the 
occasion which has brought us together prove to be but the beginning of 
a series of reunions which shall ultimately embrace all the dental associa- 
tions of our State.” 

An essay, read by Dr. Samuel Welchens, of Lancaster, a member 
of the Harris Dental Association, upon the subject of ‘‘Professional Status’, 
set forth the same ideas, the conclusion of which was as follows: “A law 
compelling dentists to get a diploma from a dental college or a certificate 
of qualification from the State Denta! Society, or some local society, now 
exists in Ohio. 

“‘Would it not be well, in the light of all that has been said 
here today, to take some action by which a State Society might be or- 
ganized, or legislative enactment, such as is above referred to, might be 
secured for the improvement and protection of the profession in this state. 
Our time could not be more profitably employed, and this convention of 
two well organized and good working societies could do nothing better 
calculated to immortalize the advent of this meeting than to direct its 
efforts toward the consummaticn of such an object.” 


These hints and suggestions thus boldly thrown out were not 
allowed long to lay dormant. They were taken up during the deliberations 
of the convention, thoroughly discussed and it was finally resolved that 
a committee consisting of the president and secretary of each of the two 
societies there convened, be appointed to confer with all the other local 
societies of the state; and, if deemed expedieht after such conference, to 
call a convention of representatives of the profession all over the com- 
monwealth, for the purpose of organizing a state society. 

The call was made and was promptly and liberally responded to, 
and a large body of men comprising the best talent and the highest respec- 
tability in the State, convened in the large hall of the Philadelphia Dental 
College, at 108 North 10th Street, Philadelphia, at 10 A.M. on Tuesday, 
December Ist, 1868. 


That Pennsylvania was ripe for the organization of a State Dental 
Society is evidenced by this enthusiastic organization meeting. The minutes 
of the meeting state that, ‘““The large hall of the college building was well 
filled with members of the profession of the highest standing, from every 
part of the state’, and the names of the delegates speak for the quality 
of the delegation. Dr. John McCalla, the chairman of the Lititz convention 
which issued the call to the local societies which led the organization meet- 
ing was made chairman, and Dr. George W. Neidich of Carlisle, was named 
secretary of the convention. Dr. James Trueman and Dr. William A. Breer 
of Philadelphia, and Dr. Henry Gerhart of Lewisburg, were named as a 
credentials committee and seated the following delegates:

Thirty-First Annual Meeting, Johnstown, Penna., 
Feb. 27-28 and Mar. Ist, 1933 


At the annual meeting of the Central Pennsylvania Seventh 
District Dental Society the following resolutions were passed. 

Whereas: The American Dental Association by formal action of 
the House of Delegates in annual session assembled September 12-16, 
adopted a definite plan to increase and maintain its membership and that 
of its Constituent State and District Component Societies; and

Subject: Dental Caries, by Theodor Rosebury, D.D.S., School of 
Dental and Oral Surgery, Columbia University.

The lectures will endeavor to include the latest work in out- 
standing centers of nutrition research and in dental institutions where nu- 
trition studies are being made.

Friday evenings: October 6, 20, 27, November 3 and possibly 10.
